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Honorifies Explained 





Throughout the Tanoshimi Manga books, you will find Japanese honorifics left 
intact in the translations. For those not familiar with how the Japanese use 
honorifics, and, more important, how they differ from English honorifics, we 
present this brief overview. 

Politeness has always been a critical facet of Japanese culture. Ever 
since the feudal era, when Japan was a highly stratified society, use of 
honorifics-which can be defined as polite speech that indicates relationship 
or status-has played an essential role in the Japanese language. When 
addressing someone in Japanese, an honorific usually takes the form of a 
suffix attached to one’s name (example: “Asuna-san”), as a title at the end 
of one’s name, or in place of the name itself (example: “Negi-sensei” or 
simply “Sensei!”). 

Honorifics can be expressions of respect or endearment. In the context 
of manga and anime, honorifics give insight into the nature of the relationship 
between characters. Many translations into English leave out these important 
honorifics, and therefore distort the feel of the original Japanese. Because 
Japanese honorifics contain nuances that English honorifics lack, it is our 
policy at Tanoshimi not to translate them. Here, instead, is a guide to some of 
the honorifics you may encounter in Tanoshimi Manga. 


-Sall: This is the most common honorific and is equivalent to Mr., 
Miss, Ms., Mrs., etc. It is the all-purpose honorific and can be 
used in any situation where politeness is required. 


-Sama: This is one level higher than “-san.” It is used to confer great 
respect. 


-dono: This comes from the word “tono,” which means “lord.” It is an 
even higher level than “-sama” and confers utmost respect. 


-kun: This suffix is used at the end of boys’ names to express 
familiarity or endearment. It is also sometimes used by men 
among friends, or when addressing someone younger or of a 
lower station.

This is used to express endearment, mostly toward girls. It is 
also used for little boys, pets, and between lovers. It gives a 
sense of childish cuteness. 


This is an informal way to refer to a boy, similar to the English 
term “kid”. 


This title suggests that the addressee is one’s senior in a group 
or organization. It is most often used in a school setting, where 
underclassmen refer to their upperclassmen as “sempai.” It 
can also be used in the workplace, such as when a newer 
employee addresses an employee who has seniority in the 
company. 


This is the opposite of “-sempai,” and is used toward 
underclassmen in school or newcomers in the workplace. It 
connotes that the addressee is of a lower station. 


Literally meaning “one who has come before," this title is used 
for teachers, doctors, or masters of any profession or art. 


This is usually forgotten on these lists, but perhaps the most 
significant difference between Japanese and English. The 
lack of honorific means that the speaker has permission to 
address the person in a very intimate way. Usually, only fam- 
ily, spouses, or very close friends have this kind of license, 
Known as yobisute, it can be gratifying when someone who 
has earned the intimacy starts to call one by one’s name with- 
out an honorific. But when that intimacy hasn't been earned 
it can also be insulting.

PAGE 9, SENPAI 


Senpai (also spelled sempai) 
refers to one who is senior to 
oneself. This honorific is used 
when you want to show respect 
for the person, the person is older 
than you, and/or the person is more 
skilled than you in your field. In 
general, Japanese society is much 
more hierarchical than that of 
England, and this can be said 

of the Japanese school system as 
well.

Some of the Japanese private schools 
allow a student the option to move up 
from junior high to high schoo! without 
taking an entrance exam, as long as the 
student does well in school and has met 
other necessary requirements. This sys- 
tem is called Naishin. The word breaks 
down into the kanji nai, for “within,” and 
shin, for “move forward,” to form the 
combination “moving forward within.” 
This system is sometimes also called the 
escalator system. The system is entirely 
optional. A student may attend a differ- 
ent high school if he or she chooses, but 
in those cases an entrance exam would 
be required. Kuroda-san and Keiko used 
to be in the same class in their junior 
high school and both chose to move on 
to high school by means of the escalator 
system. That's why Mai is referring them 
as they both came from Naishin class.

John Brown, who studied the 
language in the Kansai region 
of Japan, is using Kyoto dialect, 
mistakenly thinking that speak- 
ing Kyoto dialect is the polite way 
to speak to others. As Takigawa 
points out here, Kyoto dialect is 
a YOU. just one of the Japanese dialects, 
JAPANESE IN and it is not necessary to use it in 


a nt ie order to speak politely. 





Sample Kyoto dialect greeting expressions: 


Oideyasu = May | help you? 

Okoshiyasu = May | help you? (more polite than oideyasu) 
Oyakamassandoshita = Good bye, I’m sorry for noise 
Maido Okini = Thank you very much for your patronage or shopping here 
Otsukareyasu = Thank you for all your trouble 
Ohayookaeriyasu = Come back soon, good-bye 





PAGE 81, LACK OF HONORIFIC 


Ayako is getting upset by being addressed without 
honorific. This is because, as explained in the Honorifics 
section, in Japanese culture the lack of honorific means 
that the speaker has permission to address the person 
in a very intimate way. Usually, only family, spouses, or 
very close friends have this kind of permission. Known 
as yobisute, it can be gratifying when someone who has 
earned the intimacy starts to call one by one’s name 
without an honorific. But when that intimacy hasn't 
been earned, it can also be very insulting.

Shinto is Japan's native religion. It is derived from Buddhism, 
the teachings of the Buddha. The word Shinto breaks down 
as shin, for “kami” (God), and to, for “way.” Therefore Shinto 
means the Way of the Kami, their worship and rituals. Norito 
is a ritual prayer offered to a Shinto god, words addressed 
to a deity in an ancient style of Japanese. Ayako, who is a 
miko-san in the story, is offering a Shinto ritual prayer to get 
rid of evil spirits. Because Norito is an ancient chant and is 
extremely complicated to translate into a foreign language, 
we have left it in Japanese to maintain the authenticity.
